Volume I. The Social Motive in School Work. 

This first volume states the basic educational tenets upon which 
the school was founded in two significant articles; one of these is by its 
founder, Mrs. Emmons Blaine, and one by a group of the faculty 
including Flora J. Cooke and Jennie Hall. The volume describes spe- 
cific activities strongly controlled by the social motive, Christmas Toy 
Shop, Investigation Lane, and Care of Chickens with articles on music, 
dramatics and printing. 

Volume 11. The Morning Exercise as a Socializing Influence. 

Volume II now revised contains much new material. It brings up 
to date the school's practice on daily assemblies as influenced by its 
enlarged enrollment. Some morning exercises are reported verbatim, 
while in others methods of preparation are described. Exercises given 
for special days as Thanksgiving, Christmas, May Day and patriotic 
events are given in detail.

This volume presents the science of both the elementary and high 
school. Following a statement of the general principles controlling the 
selection of material and its organization, the work of each grade and 
high school course is presented separately and completely. Subject mat- 
ter is fully outlined, including much experimental work, methods of 
presentation are indicated, and the outcome is made dear by repre- 
sentative pieces of children's work. Experimental work and methods of 
presentation are indicated and lists of reference books are given. Fully 
illustrated. 
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Volume VI. The Individual and the Gurriculum. 

An account of a year's trial of the Individual Project Method in 
the Seventh Grade is given in this book. The basic problems and also 
the detail of the daily work of this radical experiment by Jennie Hall 
are fully explained. Other articles picture the more usual class group 
doing independent or correlated work in many types of subject matter. 



Volume VII. Social Science Series: The Course in History. 

In this volume the history work is presented in full, from the 
social activities of the first grade to the more formal history courses of 
the high school. The interrelation of subjects upon a social activity is 
shown in each grade outline. 

In each grade, some vital period in the history of human progress, 
some typical race experience characterized by lasting achievement, is 
chosen for intensive study. The basis of selection of this subject mat- 
ter is not a chronological sequence, but the varying characteristics, 
abilities, and stages of development of children. The course for each 
grade can be obtained in a separate reprint, at a cost of 10 cents each. 



Volume VIII. Creative Effort. 

This volume centers attention upon the results of children's creative 
activities throughout all departments of the school. The actual work 
of the pupils makes up most of the content, and discussion of educa- 
tional theory and practice is reduced to a minimum. The illustrative 
material in the book shows creative effort in writing, in eurythmics, in 
music, in dramatization, in art, and in handwork. There are many 
illustrations; a number in color.
